Effective Date of Rule: Immediately upon filing. 

Purpose: To amend WAC 363-116-078 Pilot training program pursuant 
to RCW 34.05.350 Emergency rules and amendments in response to the 
COVID-19 pandemic and other emergency situations as defined by RCW 
34.05.350. 

Citation of Rules Affected by this Order: Amending WAC 
363-116-078. 

Statutory Authority for Adoption: Chapter 88.16 RCW, Pilotage 


Act. 


Other Authority: RCW 34.05.350 Emergency rules and amendments. 
Under RCW 34.05.350 the agency for good cause finds that immedi- 
ate adoption, amendment, or repeal of a rule is necessary for the 
preservation of the public health, safety, or general welfare, and 
that observing the time requirements of notice and opportunity to com- 
ment upon adoption of a permanent rule would be contrary to the public 
interest. 
Reasons for this Finding: To minimize the risk of introducing 
COVID-19 vectors of exposure onto a vessel or to pilot trainees, the 
board of pilotage commissioners (BPC) may suspend or adjust the pilot 
training program, including the number of trips needed to obtain maxi- 
mum monthly stipend, as recommended by BPC's trainee evaluation com- 
mittee (TEC). TEC may also consider additional training opportunities 
for pilot trainees, such as distance learning.
